Yarn Over (yo): When knitting, bring 
yarn under needle to front, then over 
needle to back, ready to k next st. 
When purling, wind yarn around 
needle once, ready to p next st. 

Slip St: Slip st from left needle to right 
without knitting or purling, inserting 
right-hand needle in st as if to p (un¬ 
less specified otherwise). Be sure st is 
not twisted. 

PSSO (pass slip st over): Another 
way to decrease. For “slip 1, k 1, 
psso”, or “SKP’, insert left needle 
under slipped st on right needle, bring 
it over the k st and off needle, as in 
ordinary binding off. 

Increase: K in front of the st and 
leave on needle, k in the back of the 
same st, slip st off left needle. 

Decrease: K 2 or P 2 sts together. 

Stockinette St.: K 1 row, p 1 row. In 
circular knitting, k every row. 


Knitting Stitches and Techniques 


Seed St (or moss st): On an uneven 
number of sts, k 1, p 1 across row. Re¬ 
peat on every row. 

Garter St: K every row. 

Ribbing: On an even number of sts, k 
1, p 1 (or k 2, p 2) across each row. 



Cable St (above): It is usually worked 
on an even numbered group of sts with 
a few purl sts at each side to set it 
off. (I) Work to the cable group (sts 
to be used for cable), slip half of the 
cable group sts onto a double-pointed 
cable needle; hold these sts in back of 
work. (2) Knit remaining sts of cable 
group. (3) Knit sts from cable needle, 
work in pattern to end of row. 

Binding Off: Always bind off in same 
pattern worked in garment—loosely, 
so that bind-off row has as much give 
as body of garment. Work 2 sts in pat¬ 
tern. * With left needle, lift the first st 
worked over the 2nd and then off the 
needle. Work another st. Repeat from 
* as required. 



Buttonholes (above): Bind off given 
number of sts (to fit size of button 
desired). Cast on the same number of 
sts on next row directly over the 
bound-off sts. Work around holes with 
buttonhole sts. 



Duplicate St (above): Use design 
chart in your directions for placing 
sts. Thread a tapestry needle with 
yarn and fasten on wrong side of work. 
* From back, insert needle in center 
of st and draw through to front. Slip 
needle under two strands of same st 
as shown, draw yarn through. Insert 
needle in center where it came out, 
draw through to back. Rep from *. 

Changing Colors: Within a row, to 
join a new color in pattern work, on 
the wrong side tie new color to color 
being used, up close to last st worked. 
Leave a 3-inch end on new color to 
weave into wrong side of work to se¬ 
cure when finishing garment. When 
working with 2 or more colors always 
bring color to be worked from under or 
around color just worked to prevent a 
hole. Carry colors loosely across 
wrong side. 

Joining Yarn: Join at outer edge of 
work where ends may be run into 
seam. A knot in center will show.

Pick Up Ripped Sts: When several 
rows must be ripped, rip the last row 
st by st, using a smaller needle to pick 
up sts, then work onto correct size 
needle. 

Picking Up Sts: Always have the 
right side facing you. At cast-on or 
bound-off edges, holding end of yarn 
from ball in back of work, insert nee¬ 
dle into 2 loops, loop yam over needle 
and pull through. Continue for num¬ 
ber of sts required. Along side edge, 
loop yarn over needle as before. 
Weaving Sts Tog From 2 Needles: 
Divide sts equally on 2 needles; thread 
yarn end in tapestry needle (TN). 
Holding needles parallel (see dia¬ 
gram), insert TN as to p in first st on 



front needle, leave st on needle; insert 
TN as to k in first st on back needle, 
leave st on needle: * insert TN as to k 
in first st on front needle, si st from 
needle, insert TN as to p in next st on 
front needle, leave st on needle; insert 
TN as to p in first st on back needle, si 
st from needle, insert TN as to k in 
next st on back needle, leave st on 
needle; rep from * across. 

Yarn: The yam recommended in the 
instructions should be used if possible. 
However, if a different yam is used, 
knit a swatch to check the gauge: It 
must be exactly the same as specified 
in the instructions for proper sizing. 
Always buy enough yam at one time 
to complete the garment—dye lots 
differ.

How To Measure 
Stitch Gauge 

Do not overlook the “Stitch Gauge” 
given at the beginning of each instruc¬ 
tion. It is very important to the size 
and fit of your garment. Gauge is the 
number of stitches per inch knit or 
crocheted with a certain size needle or 



your gauge: Knit or crochet a swatch 
about 3 inches square with the yam 
and needles specified. Block it, then 
measure. (See diagram.) Count your 
sts and rows to see if they match re¬ 
quired gauge in instructions. If you 
get more stitches to the inch than 
called for, you are working too tightly, 
so change to larger needles or hook. If 
you get fewer stitches to the inch than 
called for you are working loosely, so 
change to smaller needles. The size of 
the needles or hook doesn’t matter as 
long as your stitch gauge is correct. 

How lo Read 
Directions 

Asterisk (*) and Dagger (t): Instruc¬ 
tions immediately following it are to 
be repeated the given number of times 
—i.e., “repeat from * 3 times more” 
means 4 times in all. 

Brackets []: Directions should be re¬ 
peated as often as specified—[k 1, p 1] 
5 times would mean to work what is in 
[] 5 times in all. 

Parentheses (): Are used in describ¬ 
ing a pattern stitch or changes for ad¬ 
ditional sizes. 

Even: Work a row without increasing 
or decreasing. 

Measuring work: Spread garment on 
flat surface without stretching. Mea¬ 
sure in center. When measuring 
length to underarm, or sleeve length, 
always put a marker (colored thread 
or safety pin) in center so that balance 
can be measured from that point.

Single Crochet: Make a foundation 
ch. Insert hook from front to back 
under two top threads of 2nd ch from 
hook. Yo and draw yarn through, yo 
and draw through both loops. Con¬ 
tinue across chi, turn and work as 
on first row, picking up 2 top threads 
of row below. 

Double Crochet (below): Make a 
foundation ch. Yo hook, insert hook in 
work, draw yarn through, yo hook and 
draw through 2 loops, yo hook and 
draw through 2 rem loops on hook.

To decrease Single Crochet (work to 
within stitch to be decreased): Draw 
up a loop in next 2 stitches, yo through 
all 3 loops on hook (1 stitch decreased). 

How To Do the 
Afghan Stitch 

Crochet a chain the desired length. 
Row X: Starting in second chain, draw 
up a loop in each st of ch, leaving all 
loops on hook (see Fig. 1). Work off 
loops as follows: Yo hook, draw 
through 1 loop, * yo draw through 2 
loops, repeat from * across row (Figs. 
2 and 3), leaving one loop on the hook. 



Row 2: Skip first upright bar. Draw 
up a loop in each upright bar, leaving 
all loops on hook; work off loops in 
same manner as Row 1. Repeat Row 
2 only for specified length. 


Fine Details 



With matching yarn, work buttonhole 


st around buttonhole. Do not pull 
tight. If double thickness, whip to¬ 
gether. If garment is lined, slash lin¬ 
ing under the buttonhole. Work but¬ 
tonhole st around, catching in the 
edge of lining. 



Waistline Casing (above): Skirts— 
with wrong side facing you, join yarn 
at top edge, ch * 1 si st in st Vi" to 
left in the row Vi" below; ch 1 si st 
at top of skirt Vi" to left of last st, ch 
repeat from *. On right side, work 
1 row sc on top. Join, fasten off. For 
one-piece dress—sew blouse to skirt. 
Join yarn, work as above Vt" above and 
14" below waistline. Insert elastic 
under casing. 



Crocheted button over mold (above, 

1): Use an old button or Prims “Cover- 
Your-Own.” To get a close st, use a 
crochet hook 2 sizes smaller than 
would be used for the yarn. Ch 3, join 
with a si st to form a ring. Rnd 1: 6 sc 
in ring. Mark beg of rnd. Rnd 2:2 sc in 
each sc—12 sc. Rnd 3: * Sc in next st, 
2 sc in next st; repeat from * around— 
18 sc. If necessary to make platter of 
mold larger, then continue to inc 6 sts 
on a rnd until platter measures across 
top of button. Work 1 rnd even. Hold 
platter over button and work as fol¬ 
lows: Dec rnd: * Sc in next st, skip 1 
sc; repeat from * until button is cov¬ 
ered. Fasten off; leave end to sew 
with. Button ring with center 
(above, 2): Work sc over plastic ring 
until ring is completely covered. Join 
with a si st. Fasten off, leaving a 10" 
strand. With tapestry needle, sew a 
running st around outside edge, turn 
outside edge to inside, draw tog and 
fasten. Sew a small button to center. 
Crocheted ball button (above, 3): Ch 
3, join with a si st to form a ring. Rnd 
1: 6 sc in ring. Rnd 2: 2 sc in each sc— 
12 sc. Rnd 3 and 4:1 sc in each sc. Fill

Dec rnd: * Skip 1 sc, sc 
in next sc; repeat from * until all 
closed. Fasten off. 

Covered Button Rings (below): With 
crochet hook, work sc around plastic 
ring; join with si st in first sc. * Skip 
next sc, sc in next sc; repeat from * 
around. Join, end off leaving 10" for 
sewing. Turn sc to center of ring, 
thread needle with end. Gather sts tog 
at center, fasten off. On larger rings 
make a “spiderweb” in center. Sew on¬ 
to garment with cross st. 



To Face Front Edges of Cardigan 
with Ribbon: Use matching grosgrain 
slightly narrower than front band. 
Lay sweater out flat. (Do not stretch 
fronts.) Cut 2 pieces of ribbon the 
length of front plus W. Place ribbon 
on wrong side, 1 st in from front 
edges, turn under 14" at top and bot¬ 
tom. Pin, then blind st in place. If but¬ 
tonholes were knitted in, slash ribbon 
at holes; buttonhole st or overcast 
around slashes. For machine holes, 
work vertically; stitch twice. 



To Make Pompons (above): Cut 
cardboard to size indicated in instruc¬ 
tions. Lay a 12" length of yam on card¬ 
board; wind another length of yarn the 
number of times specified in instruc¬ 
tions. Slip loops off cardboard and tie 
securely with the 12" length of yarn. 
Clip loops, fluff out pompon and trim 
evenly to required size. 


Finishing 

Back-Stitching Seams: Thread yarn 
in tapestry needle. With edges even, 
pin right sides together. Back-stitch 
close to edge, keeping seam elastic. 



Weaving Seams (above): Use tapes¬ 
try needle, matching yarn. Hold edges 
together, right side up. Bring needle 
up through first st on left edge. Insert 
needle down through center of first st 
on right edge, pass under 2 rows, 
draw yarn through to right side. In¬ 
sert needle in center of st on corre¬ 
sponding row of the left edge, pass 
under 2 rows, draw yarn through to 
right side. Continue working from 
side to side, matching rows and pat¬ 
terns. Do not pull sts tight. 

To Sew in Sleeve: Match sleeve seams 
and underarm seams; shoulder seam 
and center of sleeve cap. Ease in any 
extra fullness evenly around. Pin and 
sew, using backstitch. 

Crochet Edges: Work first row of sc 
from right side. Work 1 sc in each st on 
bound-off or cast-on edges; work 1 sc 
in each knot formed on side edges. 
On curved edges, it is often necessary 
to skip stitches to get desired shape. 

Blocking and Steaming: Man-made 
fibers (acrylic, orlon, nylon, etc.) must 
be handled differently than wool. 
Most acrylic yarns do not require any 
blocking at all and the label of the yarn 
usually has directions for very light 
steaming (usually seams only) and 
washing. Save a label for reference. 

To block and steam wool garments: 
Lay each piece separately on padded 
surface, wrong-side up. Using rust¬ 
proof pins, pin edges to board, 
stretching to desired measurements. 
Do not pin or stretch ribbing. Cover 
with wet cloth and pass moderately 
hot iron lightly over cloth. Do not use 
pressure. Do not flatten a raised pat¬ 
tern. Never steam ribbed waistbands, 
cuffs, and neckbands. Leave article 
pinned until dry. Steam seams and 
edges lightly. To block sewn garment, 
lay on board, wrong side up, steam 
one side. When dry, steam other side. 


Alterations 

To Shorten Finished Garment 

(sleeves or hem): Open seams. If there 


is ribbed cuff or hem, measure amount 
to be shortened, plus ribbing. Cut one 
thread and pull across row; piece will 
drop off. With very small knitting nee¬ 
dle, pick up all sts. If cuff is to be 
knitted back, with correct size needle 
reknit cuff (binding off a few sts at 
each end on first row if it is a sleeve, 
for tapering). Work same length as 
before, bind off loosely in ribbing. If 
there is no ribbing, cut to desired 
length; pick up sts; bind off loosely; 
work 1 row sc. 

To Narrow Finished Garment 

(sleeves or body); Fit the garment and 
mark seams for alteration. Turn gar¬ 
ment wrong side out and, using an 
elongated st on sewing machine, make 
2 rows of stitching. Cut away excess 
one st away from outer seam. 

To Lengthen Finished Garment 
(sleeves or hem): Remove cuff on fin¬ 
ished edge. Pick up sts with very small 
knitting needle. If garment was 
worked in stockinette st, it can be 
knitted upside down in same st with¬ 
out showing. No other st can be con¬ 
tinued in opposite direction without 
showing. For other patterns, work a 
border of ribbing for desired length. 
Bind off loosely in rib. 

Caring 
for Quilts 

A beautiful quilt deserves the best of 
care, and a well-made one should keep 
its proper shape after many launder¬ 
ings. Do not let a quilt become too 
soiled. When it is dirty, you may wash 
it in an automatic washer, using the 
short washing cycle intended for fine 
fabrics and a mild soap or detergent. 

Never wring a quilt by hand or spin- 
dry in the washer. Instead, 'arrange 
the wet quilt on a clothesline, match¬ 
ing corners, and let drip-dry. Never 
touch it with an iron. After washing, 
examine it carefully to see if any quilt¬ 
ing stitches have broken; if so, repair 
at once. Fine quilts may be dry- 
cleaned. 

Needlepoint 

Stitches 

Needlepoint, one of the most elegant 
of the needle arts, is a type of em¬ 
broidery worked on canvas. The word 
needlepoint is the general term used 
for petit point and gros point, which 
are the same stitch—half cross—dif¬ 
fering only in size. The size of the 
(continued on page 14) 
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(continued from page 12) 
mesh of the canvas you choose de¬ 
termines the size of the stitch. 

Needlepoint designs may be pur¬ 
chased with the motifs ready-worked 
and only the background to be filled in. 
You can also buy canvas with a design 
tinted or stamped on, in which case 
the whole piece must be worked. 

There are two types of needlepoint 
canvases: single-mesh and double¬ 
mesh. The former has single, evenly 
spaced threads running in both direc¬ 
tions (crosswise and lengthwise). 
Double-mesh canvas, as the name em- 
plies, is woven with double threads 
instead of single, leaving evenly 
spaced square meshes for the needle 
to work through. Canvas with ten 
meshes to the inch is most often used. 
Any method of doing the half cross 
stitch may be used on double-mesh 
canvas. Any method with the excep¬ 
tion of plain half cross stitch may be 
used on single-mesh canvas. 

You should choose a strong canvas 
with an even weave (square meshes). 
It should be somewhat stiff. Ghoose 
a yarn especially made for the pur¬ 
pose, with body enough to cover the 
meshes and in a good color selection. 
Be sure to buy enough yarn of one dye 
lot to complete the piece. You will 
need small scissors and a thimble. 
GENERAL RULES 

Never use a hoop. It pulls the work 
out of shape. 

After measuring the space to be 
covered, add 1" all around for turning 
under (add more for slip seat furni¬ 
ture). Also make allowance for a slight 
shrinkage from working. 

If you buy a started piece, make 
sure the canvas is large enough for the 
object for which you will use it. Can¬ 
vas to be used for upholstery, for in¬ 
stance, should have at least 4" of un¬ 
worked canvas all around for filling in 
and mounting on chair. 

To avoid fraying, use a strand of 
yarn in the needle not longer than 18” 
to 20”. Use a shorter length for petit 
point. 

Use a tapestry needle size 18 or 19 
for gros point and size 22 or 24 for 
petit point. To thread the needle, fold 
the yarn over the needle, then slip the 
needle out. The resulting loop will 
easily thread through the eye. If you 
have to thread a short length, cover 
the end of the yarn with a small piece 
of folded paper or tape; then slip it 
through the eye. 

Three methods of doing needlepoint 
(half cross stitch) are: 



Plain Half Cross Stitch: This stitch 
leaves little yarn on the back and uses 
the least amount of yarn. It must be 
worked on double-thread canvas. 

Plain half cross stitch (shown in the 
sketch above) may be done from right 
to left, from left to right or from bot¬ 
tom to top, working vertically. (Use 
the method which is easiest for you.) 
It forms a straight stitch on the back. 

Use the plain half cross stitch for 
small items which need no padding on 
the back. It uses about 1 yard of yarn 
for a square inch of canvas. This stitch 
may pull the piece out of shape, but 
this can be corrected in blocking. 

(There is a new gadget on the mar¬ 
ket: a tube that firmly holds the edge 
of the canvas. The work is rolled 
around the tube as you proceed, thus 
helping to keep the work in shape.) 



Continental Stitch: This stitch works 
up with more thickness on the back 
than on the front. This is especially 
desirable for upholstery and rugs be¬ 
cause it serves as a pad and saves 
wear on the needlepoint. 

Always start this stitch in upper 
right-hand corner. Work from right to 
left. The needle is brought out a mesh 
ahead and slanting (see the sketch 
above.) This method produces the half 
cross stitch on the top and a slanting 
stitch on the back. 

The continental stitch uses about 



Diagonal Stitch: Beginning at lower 
right-hand corner, take a half cross 
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stitch bringing needle out horizontally 
under 2 groups of threads to the left. 
(Study the sketch above.) For second 
row, begin again at lower right-hand 
comer, taking stitches between those 
of the previous row. 

The diagonal stitch leaves a thick 
pad on the back, uses the same amount 
of yarn as continental stitch and won’t 
pull the canvas out of shape. 

Glossary of 
Basic Embroidery 
Stitches 



— 

Outline Stitch: Work from left to 
right. Keep the thread always on the 
same side of the needle—either above 
or below. Take a back stitch, bringing 
the needle out where the last stitch 
went in, and following the line which 
can be curved or straight. 

Note: This can be varied by taking 
long stitches and by not coming out 
where the last stitch went in. A quick¬ 
ly made stitch but one of a different 
appearance results. 



Lazy Daisy Stitch: Bring the needle 
out. Insert it at the same place taking 
a stitch the length desired. Make a 
loop by holding thread under the nee¬ 
dle. Insert needle just outside the 
loop, taking a small stitch. Bring nee¬ 
dle out where next stitch will begin. 
This stitch can be used to form 
flowers, leaves, etc. It can be used 
singly in any way desired. 

The open lazy daisy is made by put¬ 
ting the needle in a short distance 
away from where it came out. This is 
also called a fly stitch. 



Straight Stitch: These are single 
straight stitches of any desired length, 
(continued on page 16)

worked in any direction. They may be 

used to form flowers, leaves, etc. 

... 

Back Stitch: Work from right to left. 
Take a short (or long, if you wish) 
stitch. Insert the needle at the begin¬ 
ning of this stitch and bring it out a 
stitch ahead. Repeat across. 



Blanket Stitch: Work from left to 
right. Bring the needle out on the line. 
Take an upright stitch to the right 
with the needle pointed down, keep¬ 
ing the thread under the needle. This 
stitch can also be used for curves, or 
“distorted” to produce any effect. 



French Knot: Bring needle out to the 
right side. With left hand, wind thread 
over the needle 2 or 3 times or more 
(depending upon size of knot desired). 
Insert the needle close to where it 
came out (but not in the same hole). 
While adjusting the tension with the 
left hand, pull needle to the wrong 
side, forming a knot. 



Chain Stitch: Bring needle outonthe 
line. Insert needle where thread came 
out; take a short stitch on the line, 
keeping thread under needle to form 
loop. Draw up. Repeat for next stitch. 



Cross-Stitch: This can be worked 
from right to left, or left to right. 
Make a row of slanted stitches of equal 
length and evenly spaced. Work back 
over them in the same way but slant¬ 
ing the stitches in the opposite direc¬ 
tion. This makes a row of cross¬ 


stitches. The reverse side will show a 
row of upright stitches. Work large or 
small and with even or uneven “legs.” 



Satin Stitch: Satin stitch is composed 
of straight over-and-over stitches 
taken side by side and is used to fill in 
a given space of a certain shape. It 
takes practice and care to produce the 
proper effect. Straight stitches can 
be used in any manner—long or short, 
close together or far apart. They are 
as simple to do as the running stitch. 

VW^“f 


Open Herringbone Stitch: Work 
from left to right along two imaginary 
parallel lines (straight or curved). 
These may be drawn lightly or one 
may follow the weave. Bring the nee¬ 
dle out on the line at lower left. Take 
a short back stitch on upper line to the 
right with thread under the needle. 
Continue, keeping spaces even. 

For the closed herringbone, work 
stitches so that they are touching, 
thus filling the space. 



Feather Stitch: On a straight perpen¬ 
dicular line, and keeping the thread 
under the needle, make a blanket 
stitch to the right. Further down, 
make a blanket stitch to the left. Re¬ 
peat. For fancy feather stitch, several 
stitches may be worked on each side, 
evenly spaced or in groups. 



Long and Short Stitch: Much like 
satin stitch except that stitches are 
long and short. A nice way to blend 
colors, it is used in various-shaped 
designs for shading and filling in.

A new look at 
an old craft 

Explore the history and techniques 
of rug hooking with 
authority Joan Moshimer 


Rug hooking reached a creative peak in 
early nineteenth-century America (in both 
New England and the Canadian Maritime 
Provinces), although both skilled and un¬ 
skilled hookers were handicapped by a 
basic lack of materials and had to rely on 
their own ingenuity. Before the widespread 
availability of burlap (after 1850), feed 
sacks—after they were washed, stretched, 
and pieced—were frequently used as the 
foundation material. The fabric to be 
hooked into the foundation came primarily 
from clothing no longer usable; the other¬ 
wise-worthless woven materials were 
washed, sorted, and then colored in home¬ 
made dyes extracted from local plants 
(yellows were obtained from golden rod, 
marsh marigold, sumac, oak, and sun¬ 
flower; greens from mint, ash, and smart- 


weed; reds from cranberry, sumac, 
bloodroot, dogwood, alder, and elm; blues 
from grape, sycamore, and larkspur; 
browns from walnut, butternut, and alder). 
The dyed materials were then cut into nar¬ 
row strips to be worked into the founda¬ 
tion, using hooks fashioned from nails, 
bone-handled forks, or whatever else was 
readily available: 

Inspiration for designs 

For some, creating a design was most likely 
a difficult task, although husbands and 
children undoubtedly took a keen interest 
in the planning of the current “mat” de¬ 
sign, contributing ideas and suggestions. 
Others adapted bits of embroidery or a 
treasured piece of decorated china. Most 
early rug hookers, though, relied on their 


surroundings for inspiration. Houses, barn¬ 
yard scenes, a cat frolicking with her 
kittens, dogs, horses, hens, roosters, a 
horseshoe for good luck, and the always 
beloved flowers from the summer garden— 
these, recreated in simple form on the bur¬ 
lap, became abstractions of the real blos¬ 
soms, beautiful in their own way. 

No fancy methods of transferring the 
designs for the early rug hooker—she 
took a piece of charcoal and drew directly 
onto an old feedsack or other foundation 
material. This free-wheeling method ac¬ 
counts for the simplicity and naive charm 
which characterizes so many of the old rugs. 
Many a strange-looking animal was the 
result of a freehand attempt to portray some 
barnyard creature or favorite pet. Often, 
most unlikely objects were combined in 
these primitive designs—such as horses, 
birds, trees, stars, and crescent moon— 
with no attempt to show proper size rela¬ 
tionship or perspective. But as amusing as 
these early designs are, they all clearly 
reveal the personality of the creator; they 
were truly a means of self-expression for 
the maker and as such have great charm 
and individuality. 

Rug hooking was a craft confined not 
only to women. Sailors frequently hooked 
rugs on their long sea journeys; they used 
canvas as the foundation material and short 
strands of yarn or rope. Full-rigged ships, 
anchors, and whaling scenes were favorite 
designs. It is easy to imagine the sailor’s 
wives or sweethearts, inspired by these 
efforts, taking to the craft with enthusiasm. 

Geometric patterns have always been 
popular with rug hookers—primarily be¬ 
cause they are simple to design. Early rug 
hookers used the burlap mesh as guide¬ 
lines, drawing directly on the burlap with 
charcoal or using everyday objects as tern-

plates. The kitchen plate, for example, was 
a popular designing aid; it was drawn 
around as many times as necessary for an 
overall design (the circles side by side or 
overlapping) or it was used as a stencil to 
provide interesting borders. 

Eventually metal stencils were developed 
and used extensively as patterns by rug 
hookers. A large collection of these stencils 
are shown in the Henry Ford Museum in 
Dearborn, Michigan. Today the museum 
prints the old designs from the stencils, and 
sells them through their handsome catalog. 
Each summer Greenfield Village and the 
Henry Ford Museum hold a hooking bee 
and exhibition stressing the type of hooking 
similar to that done during the nineteenth 
century, in an effort to preserve the old 
methods. 

Geometric designs were not only com¬ 
paratively simple to design, but could also 
be very attractively hooked with 
what rug hookers call “hit-or-miss”: 
multicolored leftover materials 
hooked in without further dyeing. 
Frequently, the different colors and 
assorted textures of leftover wools 
created a fascinating effect despite 
an otherwise dull, uninspired design: 

Fundamentals of rug hooking 

Many people have long seen and ad¬ 
mired hooked rugs without having 
the least idea how they are made. 
Traditional hooking is the process 
of pulling up (in loops about '/s"- 
!4" high) narrow strips of wool 
fabric through the mesh of a foun¬ 
dation material. The loops, pulled 
up many times close together, form 
a pile. A hook (like a crochet hook 
set into a wooden handle) is used to 
pull up the loops—hence the term 
“hooking.” 

Burlap is commonly used for the 
foundation, although monk’s cloth 
and certain other materials are used 
to a lesser extent. 

Almost all weights of wool can be 
used in hooking. The heavier the 
wool, the narrower it should be cut; 
conversely, the lighter-weight wools 
should be cut wider. The ideal weight 
is closely woven 100% wool flannel, 
which is soft and pliable. 

Today, wool often has a percent¬ 
age of some of the manmade fibers— 
this is all right as long as the per¬ 
centage is small. 

Above all, remember this is a 
handicraft. Different weights and 
thicknesses can, and should, be used 
in the same rug. If you are insistent 
on using exactly the same weight 
and texture throughout your rug, 
then you’ll produce a uniform, al¬ 
most machine-made look which is 
certainly not the purpose of a handi¬ 
craft. The most appealing hooked 
rugs result from wool strips of 
different colors and textures being 
worked into designs. 


Traditional hooking is a craft that allows 
great freedom and flexibility. There is no 
one right way to hook; hooking is like 
handwriting in that all rug hookers develop 
their own individual style. 

Basic rug hooking 

The loops of wool are pulled up through the 
burlap to a height that looks and feels right 
to you. Some people tend to hook high and 
some low. The average height of the loops 
is about Vs". You will find that the wider 
the strip of wool is cut, the higher the loop 
will be; for some primitive-type rugs, if 
the strips are cut by hand 1 k " wide or wider, 
the pile may be W high (these rugs natur¬ 
ally require more wool). And of course, 
when the wool strips are cut wide, you will 
be skipping more meshes so that the loops 
are not too packed. 

Practice hooking straight lines and curvy 


lines, then make little circles and fill them 
in. The underside should feel smooth to 
your fingertips with no loops, bumps, or 
tails left hanging. The top surface should 
be even, though any slight irregularities in 
the height of the loops will even out after 
the rug is in use on the floor. Beginners can 
be forgiven if they snip off the top of an 
occasional too-high loop. Make sure there 
are no open spaces; if you find any, fill 
them in promptly.

General Information for Crafts 


Most crafts require easily available equipment such as pencil, 
ruler, scissors, sharp knife (mat knife or razor blade in holder), 
tracing or wrapping paper to make patterns, ballpoint pen, 
compass; additional materials are listed under each project. 

Protect working surface when using paint, clay, glue, etc., 
with layers of newspapers held down with masking tape; pro¬ 
tect with cardboard if using sharp knife. 

For felt items, economy size pieces (9" by 9" and 9" by 12") 
are available in a variety of colors where fabrics are sold. 

To Enlarge Design or Pattern from Chart: Have Chart pho¬ 
tostated to full size according to scale under Chart (check your 
Classified Directory for photostat service), or proceed as fol¬ 
lows: Use a piece of wrapping paper large enough to accom¬ 
modate design. Starting with perfect right angle at one comer, 
mark paper in same number of squares as indicated on Chart— 
each square to be enlarged to Vi", 1", 2", etc., according to 
scale at bottom of Chart. Copy pattern, square by square. 

Cut out the large working pattern, trace outline and any inner 
markings onto material according to instructions. 

To Transfer Designs: Trace design from pattern orChart (actual 
size or enlarged, as directed) on tracing paper. Using carbon 
paper and sharp pencil, trace design on material to be deco¬ 
rated. (For felt or fabric, use dressmaker’s carbon.) 


Painting Hints: Use fine-pointed sable brush for small areas 
and fine lines; flat or round sable, nylon or bristle brushes for 
larger areas. Paint one color at a time on all designs; allow 
each coat to dry before applying next one. 

To keep colors clean, do not use paint directly from jar; place 
in small containers or on waxed paper. 

Be sure to clean brushes after each color used with following 
mediums: Oil-based paints and varnish—turpentine. 
Lacquer-based paints—acetone or nail-polish remover. 
Water-based paints—warm water and mild soap. Shellac 
—denatured alcohol. 

Preparing to drill holes in wood: To prevent splintering when 
drilling, place a scrap of wood of same approximate size under 
wood to be drilled. Hold firmly together with a C-clamp or in 
a vise. Stand straight over your work and drill straight down. 
Never drill at a slant. Drill “pilot” holes first with a smaller 
bit to make drilling easier and to check the alignment. 

Spray-Painting Hints: Cover area with newspapers; use mask¬ 
ing tape to hold in place against wall. Use waxed paper-or 
aluminum foil under actual object to be sprayed to prevent 
paper from sticking to object. Remove nozzles from spray 
cans and leave in jar of turpentine until used again to prevent 
clogging.

Stump 

Work 

“Curiouser and curiouser!” said Alice, 
following the twisting path of the White 
Rabbit. This might be the perfect way to 
describe the “raised” or “embossed” 
work of the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries, which later became known, 
strangely enough, as “stump work.” 

Raised work, or embossed work de¬ 
signs were often similar, nearly always 
consisting of two central figures on either 


side of a fountain, the surrounding garden 
being a space filled with flowers, fruits, 
plants and animals, all happily oblivous of 
scale. These designs were usually found 
on mirror frames and boxes for make-up, 
writing articles, pictures, and small bags. 

Various explanations are generally 
given for the name. One is that because 
the raised effect was sometimes obtained 
by covering little boxwood molds with 
stitching, the technique came to be called 
“embroidery on the stump.” Or, perhaps 
because patterns printed on satin were 
available to the embroideress for the first 
time, “embroidery on the stamp’ ’ eventu¬ 
ally became “stump work.” The third 
reason seems to have great merit. Estompe 
is the French word for embossed. In 1678 
the phrase stump drawing, directly de¬ 
rived from estompe . . . was introduced 
into the Oxford Dictionary for the first 
time. Stump drawing was a form of shaded 
pencil sketching which gave the effect of 
high relief to a flat picture. Pencil-shaped 
cylinders of paper, soft leather or India 
rubber, called stumps, were used to rub 
down hard pencil lines and produce soft, 
rounded effects. It seems logical that a 
new and fashionable word describing 
drawing in relief might also have been bor¬ 
rowed to describe embossed embroidery.

Today, 
stump work is enjoying a revival, but in 
a form that would be unrecognizable to 
the ladies who made the original boxes 
and mirror frames of the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury. Bold hangings with raised appliques 
and crewel-embroidered panels with all 
kinds of raised stitches are being done by 
embroiderers. If you take a liberal ap¬ 
proach, combining traditional stump work 
with currently popular stitches, you have 
a basis for all kinds of modem abstract 
creative stitchery. 

Stitches and techniques 
Traditional stump work was done on 
white satin with fine silken stitches, using 
gold threads and velvety chenille as well 
as silks. Gardens, samplers, and pattern 
books, for instance, all played their part 
in inspiring the designs, while the stitch¬ 
ery influence may have come from raised 
embroidered book bindings, canvas work 
appliqued to velvet, and needlepoint lace 
with its variety of stitches worked free 
from the background fabric. All kinds of 
lacy stitches such as hollie point and 
trellis, which was raised by paddings, 
were combined with stitches such as long 
and short, then laid, worked flat, on the 
background material. Because stitches are 
raised it is important to work on a square 
frame or hoop that is large enough to en¬ 
close the whole design. A small hoop, be¬ 
sides being extremely difficult to push 
down on the embroidery, might crush the 
padded stitches as you move from one 
area of the design to another. 

Padding and stuffing is the most im¬ 
portant technique used in stump work.

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formed in the center (1), which will be 
filled with stuffing. Leave enough of the 
edge unstitched so that a padding of cotton 
can be pushed between the two layers of 
fabric by using the points of scissor (2). 
Push cotton in firmly, but not so hard that 
it loses its resilience and becomes packed 
into solid lumps. Sew down the open area. 


I The applique may then be left as is or 
covered with anotherlayer of stitching (3). 

' Prepare to weave across the surface by 
! laying threads diagonally across as shown 
(4). Do not pull too tightly because the 
effect of the padding will be destroyed. 
Using a blunt needle and starting across 
[ the center of the shape, weave in the op¬ 
posite direction (5). Carefully push 
threads close together as you weave so 
j that they do not “fall off” the curved 
surface. Weaving or any close stitching 
may be used to cover raised applique, 
such as trellis, stem or buttonhole. 

I Sewing down a muslin lining is another 
| variation of padding. If you want a variety 
of stitches on your raised fabric, or if you 
I only want to put in details such as features 
or outlines, embroider them first on a sep- 
[ arate piece of material, then applique 
; and pad it. 

To pad with muslin on the reverse 
side, first baste muslin on the back of your 



work (1). Outline the design with back 
stitch on the right side (2). Make a slit in 
the muslin, push in the cotton, particularly 
into the comers until it is sufficiently 
padded. Next stitch together the slit in the 
muslin (3). Extra muslin may then be 
trimmed away around the design. Note 
that the surface fabric and muslin should 
be relatively light in weight. 

A finished piece of needlepoint canvas 
can also be applied and then raised with 
padding. First unravel the raw edges 
around the finished needlepoint so that 
single threads appear on all four sides as 
in diagram (1). Then pin and baste the 
needlepoint in position on the background 
material. With a large-eyed needle take

each thread through to the reverse side of 
the fabric. Turn to the reverse side and 
knot the needlepoint threads together in 
pairs, pulling snugly so that the canvas is 
held firmly in place on the front (2). Turn 
to the right side again and outline the 
canvas with any edging stitch you prefer. 
In the diagram (3), stem stitch is shown at 
A, couching at B, and a couched cord at 
C. D shows the needlepoint canvas left 
plain without an edging, which is also 
equally effective if desired. 
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A further development of stump 
work is to stitch a shape so that it may be 
seen completely in the round, like sculp¬ 
ture. By threading wire inside the shapes 
you can make them stiff enough to stand 
up on their own, away from the back¬ 
ground. First, embroider the shape on 
fabric (1). Then join it to backing with 
right sides facing. Leave one section open 
(shown by dotted line). Snip notches for 
smooth seams and rounded finished edges 
(2). Turn to the right side and insert a 
loop of wire through the open end. Leave 
ends of wire long enough to use for at¬ 
taching to main design (3). Attach by 
taking wire through to the wrong side. 
Blind-stitch the last opening by stitching 
it together with small invisible stitches, 
then add final embroidery details (4).

To ensure a good fit for a garment, it is very important that 
body measurements be taken accurately. In order to decide 
which size directions you should follow, determine your size 
by carefully taking the measurements indicated on the chart 
below. 

How to take body measurements. The bust size determines 
the size of the garment for misses and teens. With your under¬ 
garments on, measure around at the fullest part of the bust and 
hips. For men, the size of the garment is determined by chest 
size. Measure around the fullest part of the chest, holding tape 
loosely. Children’s sizes are determined by chest size, rather 
than age. Measure as directed for men. When measuring for 
desired length of garment or from sleeve to underarm, hold 
your measuring tape one inch below the armpit. 

Knitted garments, like other wearing apparel, are made with 
a certain amount of “ease”; that is, somewhat larger than body 
measurements. Instructions in GHN are given with “ease” 
allowed for each size.

When making a pillow, use quilt batts 
instead of foam for filling. There’s no 
need to empty out filling to wash pillow 
covers—just throw the pillow into your 
washer, and it comes out looking like 
new.—Mrs. Rose Goulart, Carolina, 
Puerto Rico. 

Protect your sewing scissors from damage 
—and fingers, too—when rummaging 
through your sewing basket by pushing 
the scissors’ points into a cork. You can 
keep your thimble always on hand, also, 
by placing it over the cork’s end. 

If you want to crochet around the edges 
of cloth that has not yet been hem¬ 
stitched, punch holes into the fabric with 
your sewing machine. Insert a large 
needle into the machine, setting it for 
long stitches and loose tension. Stitch 
without threading, and the holes will be 
ready for crocheting.—Mrs. Lawrence 
Ford, Portland, Ore. 

Here’s a simple, fast way to take kinks 
out of used yam: Being careful not to 
burn yourself on the steam from your 
teakettle, hold yam loosely, dangling it 
over the spout, while kettle is boiling. 
Then let the yam dry.—Ms. Opal Hull, 
Winston, Ore. 

When you’re making soft stuffed toys for 
very young children, embroider the eyes 
instead of using buttons or artificial eyes 
that move. They are safe, pretty to look 


at and last longer. —Ms. Patricia A. 
Nichols, Wapakoneta, Oh. 

To keep my crochet patterns both clean 
and neat, I put them into self-adhesive 
photo albums. Most of the patterns fit 
perfectly. They’re all together for easy 
reference, and free from “dirty” hands.

I used to hate hemming my little girl’s 
pants because of the white line that shows 
after the hem is let down. But now I solve 
the problem with liquid embroidery. It 
comes, in tubes, and so many colors to 
choose from that it’s no trouble at all to 
color-match a garment.—Mrs. Carole 
Zuzik, North Braddock, Pa. 

If you’re applying several coats of quick¬ 
drying decoupage finish to a project, 
rather than cleaning your brush after each 
coat, wrap it up in a plastic bag. The 
brush will stay soft all day, and you’ll be 
saved the trouble of cleaning.—Ms. 
Yvonne Herrold, Atlantic Beach, FI. 

When craft directions call for enlarging 
patterns from drawings given to a scale 
of “one square equals one inch,” try this 
neat trick. Take a dressmaker’s cutting 
board (available in most 5-and-10 cent 
stores), and tape to it securely a sheet of 
freezer-wrap paper (waxed side down). 
Then follow the pattern directions. You’ll 
be happy to discover that you no longer 
have to buy expensive 1 -inch graph paper. 
And the large sheets of freezer wrap elimi¬ 
nate the need of taping seams.—Mrs. 
A. L. Goss, Enola, Pa. 

If you’re making a pillow and do not 
have enough foam rubber to fill it, use 
some lint from your dryer—especially in 
corners—for a pointed look. The lint is 
clean, too, since it’s been washed.—Ms. 
Bonnie Baer, Bolto, Md. 

I make lots of toys that call for felt 
tongues. I find that if I crochet a tongue 
made of fine yam, it will last as long as 
the toy itself—unlike the felt, which has 
a tendency to tear off. It’s a great idea 
for ears also.—Mrs. Ethel Mayfield, 
Crescent City, FI.

SLEEVES: With A ch 27 (31). Work same 
as body for 4 rows; 26 (30) sts. Row 5: Work 
same as body, end hdc in last 4 (1) sts. 
Row 6: Same as body. Inc Row: Ch 1, 
turn, 2 hdc in first st, hdc to within last st, 
2 hdc in last st. Inc 1 st each end every 114",

BACK: Ch 36. Row 1 (right side): Sc in 

2nd ch from hook and each rem ch; 35 sc. 
Row 2: Ch 1, turn, sc in each sc. Rep Row 
2 until 62 rows from beg or desired length 
to neck, end wrong side. SHAPE NECK 
AND SHOULDERS: Left Side: Row 1: Ch 1, 
turn, sc in first 10 sc. Rows 2 thru 7: Rep 
Row 1. Row 8: Ch 1, turn, sc in first 7 sc, si 
st in last 3 sc. Fasten off. Row 9: Turn, sk si 
sts, join yam in next sc, si st in next 2 sc, sc 
in last 4 sc. Fasten off. Right Side: Right 
side facing, sk center 15 sc, join in next sc, 
ch 1, sc to end.

Sec¬ 
ond Dec Row: Work 37 sts, si marker, p 3 
tog, work to within 3 sts of next marker, 
p 3 tog, si marker, work 37 sts.

From 
Yellow fabric, cut 4 of each Border piece.

For center 
of tablecloth, cut 2 pieces of White fabric 
42" square; trace design from Chart A on 
one square.

Scraps of fabric for Lin¬ 
ing. One 6" square cotton or polyester quilt 
batting. Black and Tan sewing thread. 
DIRECTIONS: To enlarge patterns for 
Purse Front according to Chart, see page 
16f. Trace patterns for each piece adding 
14" seam allowance on all inside edges. 
Cut each piece from appropriate fabric; 
edges are parallel to straight of grain. 
From Tan fabric cut one 6 V*" square for 
Purse Back; cut one 214" by 1214" strip for 
Facing; cut two 114" by 614" and two 114" by 
554" strips for front (indicated by un¬ 
marked areas on Chart); cut 36" bias strip 
for Strap 1V4" wide, piecing if necessary. 
Cut two 614" squares from Lining fabric. 

To construct Purse Front, join units in 
alphabetical order according to Chart. 
With right sides together, stitch 14" along 
edges; press seams open as you go. Sew 
short Tan strips to sides, then long strips to 
top and bottom in same manner. Place Lin¬ 
ing for Purse Front wrong side up with 
quilt batting on top. With right side up.

through all three layers. To quilt, stitch 
along seam lines of Log Cabin Block using 
Black thread.

DIRECTIONS: Cut 1 rectangle of Olive 
velvet 15" by 4Vi" for Case. Cut short sides 
of rectangle into a curved shape (about 
Vi"); see photograph. Trace outline of 
actual size motifs from Embroidery Chart. 
Transfer strawberry motif to cheesecloth 
with a pencil. Center and baste cheese¬ 
cloth to one side of Case (see photograph).

Use 3 
strands of floss for embroidery. When 
embroidery is complete, gently tear away 
cheesecloth.

LADYBUG NAPKIN SET 

Shown on page 81 

MATERIALS: For 4 Napkins—1 yd 36" 
wide linen fabric. % yd Wrights Red Jumbo 
rick rack. Red sewing thread. Thread to 
match fabric. Black embroidery floss. 
DIRECTIONS: Cut 17Vi" squares of fabric 
for Napkins. Narrow hem edges by ma¬ 
chine or hand. To make Ladybugs, cut a 
"W" shaped piece of rick rack (detail a). 
Fold in half; clip away free points. Stitch 
halves together along lower "V" (detail b). 
Open up rick rack. Fold right end, then left 
end to underside; tack in place (detail c). 
Make 12 Ladybugs in this way. Pin 3 Lady- 
bugs in place on each Napkin (see Chart). 
Using 3 strands of Black embroidery floss, 
take 6 tiny stitches evenly spaced thru 
Ladybug and Napkin for "spots." Stitch 3 
or 4 times across pointed end for head. 
Make 2 stitches 3 times on each side for 
feet (see Chart). 


GENERAL DIRECTIONS FOR TWINING: 

Twining is a woven basket technique in 
which Spokes (warp) are held together by 
2 or more Weavers (weft) that twist around 
each other as they are woven. 

Cut 16 Spokes of jute, the appropriate 
length for pot desired. Lay Spokes on work 
surface (see Diagram #1). This "woven 
square" must be in the center of the length 
of Spokes, as this will determine the height 
of the pot. Cut a 2-yd length of jute for 
Weavers; fold in half so free ends are to the 
left. Slip Weaver over Spokes 1 thru 4 so 
that half of the Weaver lies under the 
Spokes and half on top. Between Spokes 4 
and 5 twist weaver so that the half under 
Spokes 1 thru 4 is on top of 5 thru 8, and the 
half on top of Spokes 1 thru 4 is under 
Spokes 5 thru 8 (see Diagram #2). Con- 
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tinue twining in same manner in a counter¬ 
clockwise direction, making a twist be¬ 
tween each group of 4 Spokes. Twist 
Weavers around one another in a consis¬ 
tent direction, or Spokes will not be 
wrapped by Weavers and twining will not 
take place. Keep Spokes parallel to one 
another and tension on Weaver even. Con¬ 
tinue working around "woven square" 
twice before holding work off the work sur¬ 
face. After several rows, the completed 
woven area will change from a square to a 
circle, and the sides will automatically 
curve upward if tension remains constant. 
For a larger pot, begin twining between

groups of two Spokes to make a larger 
base. Likewise, change to twining be¬ 
tween each Spoke to postpone bringing up 
the sides. Increasing tension on the 
Weaver has a direct effect on the curve 
and shape of the sides. 

To add new weaving material, stagger 
splicing so that both halves of the Weaver 
are not replaced at the same time. When 
Weaver reaches a length of 2"-3", lay end 
of new piece next to original it will replace. 
Weave and twine both as if they were one 
until short length is only 1" long; leave 1" 
end to inside of pot to be woven in later. 
Continue with new length. When working 
on a pot to cover a specific container, in¬ 
sert it into pot frequently to assure easy fit. 

To make braid along top edge, take 
Spoke A and weave it behind Spoke B, in 
front of Spoke C and behind Spoke D. Let 
Spoke A hang in front of Spoke E (see Dia¬ 
gram #3a). Using Spoke B now as Spoke 
A, repeat this step (see Diagram #3b). Con¬ 
tinue around pot (see Diagram #3c) until 
all ends are braided together. Trim ends of 
Spokes under braid so they will not hang 
beneath braid. Secure ends in place with 
white glue. 

When covering flowerpot, remember 
that jute, like all vegetable fiber, will de¬ 
teriorate with moisture or too much direct 
light. Line all baskets with foil or plastic 
before inserting pot. 

CENTER CACHE POT 
(For 414" by 4" Flowerpot) 
MATERIALS: 11 yds 3-ply Natural Lily 
Jumbo Jute. 30 yds 2-ply Dark Green Lily 
Jute-Tone. Large tapestry needle. White 
glue. !4" copper "burrs" (small flat wash¬ 
ers) for decoration: 36. 

DIRECTIONS: Cut 16 Spokes of Jumbo Jute 
24" long and proceed with twining, follow¬ 
ing General Directions. For 2 rounds, twine 
between groups of 4 Spokes. Change to 
twining between 2 Spokes at a time (about 
36 rounds) to complete 3" base. Work sides 
to height of pot (about 33 rounds). Braid 
Spokes along top edge (see General Di¬ 
rections). Attach 2 copper "burrs" to pot 
between Spokes (see Diagram #4). 

LEFT CACHE POT 
(For 5V4" by 514" Flowerpot) 
MATERIALS: 11 yds 3-ply Natural Lily 
Jumbo Jute. 50 yds Royal Blue 2-ply Lily 
Jute-Tone. Large tapestry needle. White 
glue. Cotter pins for decorative edge:' 32 





stainless steel (114" long), 16 brass (2" long). 
DIRECTIONS: Cut 16 Spokes of Jumbo Jute 
25" long and proceed with twining, follow¬ 
ing General Directions. For 3 rounds, twine 
between groups of 4 Spokes. For next 4 
rounds, twine between groups of 2 Spokes. 
Change to twining between each Spoke 
and form sides (about 49 rounds). About 
14" from top edge of pot, thread cotter pins 
on one half of Weaver in this order: 1 stain¬ 
less steel, 1 brass, 1 stainless steel. Ar¬ 
rangement should allow a group of pins to 
appear on every other Spoke (see photo¬ 
graph). Weave about 3 rounds following 
decorative round. Braid Spokes along top 
edge (see General Directions). 

RIGHT CACHE POT 

(For 6)4" by 5(4" Flowerpot) 
MATERIALS: 45 yds 3-ply Natural Lily 
Jumbo Jute. Large tapestry needle. White 
glue. 16 flat brass washers for decoration: 
8 (%" in diameter), 8 (1(4” in diameter). 
DIRECTIONS: Cut 16 Spokes of Jumbo Jute 
and proceed with twining, following Gen¬ 
eral Directions. For 3 rounds, twine be¬ 
tween groups of 4 Spokes. Twine between 
groups of 2 Spokes—about 5 rounds for 
base and 15 rounds for sides. Twine last 8 
rounds between each Spoke to increase 
circumference to accommodate rim of pot. 
Braid Spokes along top edge (see General 
Directions). Attach one washer to pot on 
every other Spoke, alternating large and 
small sizes, (see photograph and Dia¬ 
gram #5). 

MACRAME NECKLACE 

Shown on page 80 

MATERIALS: 18 yds rattail cord Vie" in 
diameter. 1 bead approximately Vz" long, 
1)4" in diameter. Working surface—firm 
pillow, pressboard or any surface into 
which pins can be inserted. 4 large straight 
pins or T-pins. White glue. Tapestry 
needle. 



DIRECTIONS: Cut cord to following 
lengths: one to 15 ft, one to 9 ft, and five to 
6 ft. Thread 9-ft cord through bead so that 
bead is in center and 2 ends are vertically 
parallel. Place center of 15-ft cord behind 
parallel cords. Using ends of 15-ft cord, 
make a chain of Square Knots (see detail a) 
the proper length to fit loosely around neck 
minus 3". After last Square Knot, follow 
Design Chart to make Necklace Front. 
Necklace Front is made of curved rows of 
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a. SQUARE KNOT 





Double Half Hitch knots (DHH) (see detail 
b). Design is very free form and it is not 
necessary to follow Chart exactly. Pull 
vertical cords tight so that knots are very 
tight and close together. It is part of the 
design for piece to buckle slightly. Use pins 
to hold piece in position on working sur¬ 
face, moving them as you go. Work each 
section in numerical order, so that all 


knots needed for next section are com¬ 
pleted. See detail c—steps 1-4 for enlarge¬ 
ment of Section 4. Make DHH along top 
outer ring of Section 4 (step 1). Take left 
cord as Knot Bearing Cord (KBC); make 
DHH with next 2 cords. Lay cord from DHH 
parallel to KBC and make DHH with next 
cord. Continue in same manner across 4 
cords. Use cord from 5th DHH to make 6th 
DHH (step 3). Take 1 cord from KBC's to 
make 3 DHH from right to left. Make DHH 
with 1st cord. Complete outer ring, work¬ 
ing right to left. To add new cords, join with 
single DHH knot (see detail b). When a cord 
is finished being knotted, let it hang to side 
or back of piece. When all knots are com¬ 
pleted, trim ends to about 3". With tapestry 
needle, weave ends thru loops on back of 
piece. Weave end from Section 8 in behind 
Section 9. Weave end from Section 9 (next 
to last knot) in behind Section 8. Crossing 
these ends will hold Sections 8 and 9 
together. Trim ends close to piece; hold 
with a small dot of glue. 

CORD NECKLACES 

Shown on page 80 

TASSLED—MATERIALS: 1 Wrights 5" Red 
rayon tassle. 1 White bead, 1" in diameter. 
1 yd Wrights Red Macrame Cord, W in 
diameter. 

DIRECTIONS: Thread top loop of tassle 
thru bead, using a needle or small crochet 
hook. Cut cord to desired length to hang 
around neck, plus 7" (ours was 36"). Place 
one end thru loop in tassle; knot ends 
together. Tie overhand knot (detail a) W' 
above 1st knot. Tie 2 more overhand knots 
on top of themselves to make 1 large knot 
covering ends of cord. 

DOUBLE FROG—MATERIALS: 2)4 yds 
Wrights Red Macrame cord, Ve" in diam¬ 
eter. Red sewing thread. White glue. 



DIRECTIONS: Cut 2 lengths of cord 12" 
long and 2 lengths of cord 15" long. With 15" 
cords make Chinese Balls (detail b) about 
2" from one end. With long end of cord 
make frog (detail c) IV*" from Ball; sew 
loops together on back to hold in place. 
Sew short end from Ball behind center of 
frog. Trim ends; hold with dot of glue. With 
12" cords, make frog with one end; sew 
loops together to hold in place. Place 2 
Chinese Balls together, tack securely. 
Wrap end of 12" frogs around base of Balls; 
tack ends behind center of frogs. Sew side 
loops together so 4 frogs are at 90° angles 
to each other. Cut desired length of cord to 
hang around neck; tack behind cords of 
frogs. Hold all ends with dot of glue. 
SINGLE FROG—MATERIALS: 2 yds 
Wrights Blue Soutashe Braid. 1 flat Blue 
button %" in diameter. Blue sewing thread. 
DIRECTIONS: Cut 1 length of braid 16" 
long and 2 lengths of braid 10" long. With 
16" length make a Chinese Ball 1)4" from 
one end (detail b). With long end of braid, 
make frog (detail c); tack loops together to 
hold in place. Tack short end from Ball 
behind center loop. Trim ends; hold with 
dot of glue. With 10" lengths, make frogs in 
same manner. Wrap free ends of 10" frogs 
around Chinese Ball; tack ends behind 
center of frogs. Sew side loops together at 
120° angles to each other. Cut desired 
length of cord to hang around neck; tack 
securely behind cords of frogs. To tack but¬ 
ton to back of frogs for reinforcement, sew 
button thru holes, then thru hole and 
around edges to braid. 


MACRAME BRACELET 
Shown on page 80 

MATERIALS: 17 yds rattail cord, Vie" dia. 
1 bead approx W long, V2" dia. Working 
surface—firm pillow, pressboard or any 
surface into which pins can be inserted 
while working. 4 large straight pins or 
T-pins. White glue. Tapestry needle, 2 
hooks and curved eyes. 

DIRECTIONS: Cut five 10-ft lengths of 
cord. Lay center of one length of cord 
horizontally on working surface. Fold 3 
of the remaining cords in half and slip 
folded end under horizontal cord. Attach 
by working Double Half Hitch (DHH) with 
each end (see first row of Design Chart

and detail b under Macrame Necklace). 
Continue making curved rows of DHH ac¬ 
cording to Design Chart. Bracelet is 6%" 
around. If necessary, add extra rows of 
knots in Sections. 1 and 2 where horizontal 
cord passes across all 7 vertical cords. Pull 
vertical cord so that knots are very tight and 
close together. It is part of the design for 
piece to buckle slightly. Design is very free 
form and it is not necessary to follow. Chart 
exactly. Use pins to hold piece in position 
on working surface, moving them as you 
go. Work each section in numerical order 
so that all knots needed for next section 
are complete. To add new cords, join with 
single DHH (see detail b under Macrame 
Necklace). For enlargement of Loops in 
Sections 4 and 5 see detail a. (Loop in Sec¬ 
tion 4 follows step 1 only). Take bottom cord 
as Knot-Bearing Cord (KBC); make DHH 
with next 2 cords. Lay cord from 2nd DHH 
parallel to KBC and make DHH with next 


cord. Continue in same manner across 2 
more cords. Use cord from 4th DHH to make 
5th DHH. Take one cord from KBC's to make 
next 2 DHH working from top to bottom. 
Make DHH with 1st cord (step 1). Take 
cord from 5th DHH of Loop for KBC and, 
working top to bottom, make DHH with next 
cord. Take cord from DHH and lay 
paralleled to KBC; DHH with next cord. 
Repeat with next cord. DHH with KBC of 
inner Loop (step 2). Use cord from KBC's 
to make each of next 3 DHH (step 3). When 


a cord is finished being knotted, let it hang 
to the back of piece to be woven in later-. 
When all knots are completed, trim ends 
to about 3". With tapestry needle, weave in 
ends thru loops on back of piece; hold in 
place with small dot of glue. Sew 2 hooks to 
one end of bracelet and curved eyes to 
corresponding position on other end.

Coats & Clark's six-strand em¬ 
broidery floss: 2 skeins Signal Red #140; 
1 skein each Black # 12, Dk Hunter's Green 
#48-A, Grass Green #99. J. & P. Coats 
sewing thread. 

DIRECTIONS: Cut 1 rectangle of Olive 
velvet 8" by 6V2" for Case. Trace outlines 
of actual size motif from Embroidery Chart. 
Transfer strawberry and leaf motifs to 2 
pieces of cheesecloth with a pencil. Center 
and baste cheesecloth to Case along 6*/4" 


sides so that line on Chart is V2" from edge' 
of fabric (see photograph). Embroider 
motifs according to Chart (see stitch de¬ 
tails on page 14; for Short and Long 
Stitch, see stitch detail c, page 115. Use 3' 
strands of floss for embroidery. When em¬ 
broidery is complete, gently tear away 
cheesecloth. Cut 1 rectangle of Red fabric 
for Lining, 8" by 6V2". With right sides 
together, sew Lining to Case V2" from 
edges, leave opening for turning. Turn 
right side out; slipstitch opening. Make 
edging same as for Eyeglass Case. Slip¬ 
stitch edging around Case, tucking ends 
to inside. Fold cover so embroidered edges 
overlap about Vb" at center (see photo). Slip¬ 
stitch sides together securely. 


PILLOW BOOK 

Shown on page 79 

MATERIALS: 1 yd Light Blue cotton fabric. 
% yd Light Green cotton fabric for Pillow 
Case. Scraps of cotton fabric for appliqued 
scenes—see photograph for color sugges¬ 
tions. Cotton or polyester quilt batting 60" 
by 9%". Scraps of Yellow and Brown em¬ 
broidery cotton. 2 snaps %" in diameter. 
DIRECTIONS: To enlarge design for Book 
from Design Chart, see page 16f. Make 
patterns for applique pieces, allowing 
about Vb" on overlapping pieces. No seam 
allowance is needed on applique pieces; 
pieces are finished using zigzag stitching 
close to edges. If’zigzag stitching is not 
used, add !4 " seam allowance to all pieces; 
turn under seam allowance and slip-stitch. 
W is allowed for seams of Pillow Case. 


Cut applique pieces from appropriate 
fabric, see photo for color suggestions. For 
Pillow, use Little Red Ridinghood figure 
from Scene 1. From Light Blue fabric, cut 6 
blocks 11" by 9%" for Background of scenes 
and 2 strips for Lining 31" by 9For Pillow 
Case cut 2 pieces 13%" by 11" for Front and 
Back and 1 strip 32" by 3" for Sides from 
Light Green Fabric. 

For each scene, pin, then baste Back¬ 
ground areas in place; zigzag edges using 
matching thread. Arrange figures over¬ 
lapping edges slightly, pin and baste if 
necessary. Zigzag edges, using matching 
thread. Using zigzag stitching, embroider 
details that are not separate pieces of fabric 
(arms, chin, etc.). Hand-embroider Eyes, 
using Outline or Satin Stitch (see page 14). 
Sew scenes together in correct order, 
matching Background seams. Baste quilt 















batting to wrong side of scene strip. Stitch 
seam in Lining, press seam open. Right 
sides together, sew Lining to scene strip, 
leave opening for turning; grade seam 
allowance; clip comers. Turn right side 
out; slip-stitch opening. Smooth Book flat; 
pin through all 3 layers, Using straight 
stitch on machine, quilt along outside 
edges of Background areas and fore¬ 
ground figures in matching thread. Quilt 
Vi" from edges of scenes in Lt Blue thread. 

To make Pillow Case—applique Little 
Red Ridinghood on Pillow Front used hori¬ 
zontally, centering figure 5id" from one 


end. On other end, turn under W and then 
1" to hem, stitch in place. Hem one end of 
Pillow Back in same manner. With right 
sides together, and end of Side Strip 1" 
from finished edge of Front, pin Side Strip 
around 3 unfinished edges. Sew around 
3 sides beginning Id" from end of Side 
Strip. Pin, then sew Back of Pillow to Side 
Strip in same manner. Fold remaining 
edge of Pillow Front, then edge of Pillow 
Back along end of Side Strip. Sew along 
end of Side Strip. Finish seam allowances 
with zigzag stitch. Sew 2 snaps to position 
between flaps on Pillow.
